been spot-patched its entire length 
with the exception-of three or four 
stretches where it will be rebuilt, 
piled and slagged, Mr. Emery told 
/the commissioner. 

With ‘Hillsboro Plantations, Inc., 
recent purchase of Brown's Farm 
this particular road becomes one, 
of the most important, in the farm- 
to-market road set-up in -South 
Florida and is fast being recog- 

nized as such by the State .Road 
Department. At the August 
meeting of the Road Department 
in Daytona Mr, Rardin appear- 
ed before the board and asked that 
the state take over Brown’s farm 
and the Island roads for mainten- 
ance. The department agreed on} 
Rardin’s requests with one excep- 
tion—they will maintain the Island | 
road ‘only. as far out as the dike. 

Mr. Emery told the commission- 
er last Friday that just as soon 
as ‘the work is completed on the 
present project — Brown’s Farm 
road—that consideration will be 
given the Island road. The en- 
gineer did not say just, what would 
be done to the Island road but 
signified that enough work would 
be done to it to put it in year- 
round 1: pastaba condition. \

By 1945 Hurricane 


Once more Lake Okeechobee 
farmers have taken it on the chin. 
Over the week end the hurricane 
brought wind ‘and rains that ruin- 
ed the early crops. Celery and 
beans were completely ruined, ac- 
cording to growers who have made 
the rounds in the Lake Region. 

The Sugar cane crop is severely 
damaged. High ‘winds flattened 
the cane after the muck had been 
softened by heavy rains. What 
the amount of damage will berto 
the cane is beyond estimation at 
this time. 

In the Azucar area rainfall of 
seven inches was registered while 
five and one half inches fell at the 
Experiment Station in Belle Glade. 
At Shawnee farms the- records 
show that only three inches fell 
while at’ Bare Beach four inches 
were recorded. 

At Canal Point the official wind 
velocity was recorded at 66 miles 
an hour. There were gusts, how- 
ever, that exceeded the 85 mark. 
In Homestead a wind speed of 143 
miles an hour wrecked the town 
while in Miami a -99 mile wind 
played havoc with the winter play- 
ground. 

Estimates of damage. done to 
growing crops in the Everglades 
have been wild and published. re- 
ports that “there would be no fall 
crop of the 23 vegetables grown 
in the Everglades” are a bit far 
With fair weather be- 
tween now and Christmas grow- 
ers will bring in heavy acreage of 
vegetables for marketing. 

Celery and beans were the heav- 
iest losses in the hurricane. A 
shortage of celery plants may be 
‘experienced as a result of* wind 
and high water, one of the celery 
growers told this reporter yester- 
day. Seed potatoes loss may ‘run 
high also, he said, as_thousands 
of bushels were ready for plant- 
ing when the rains came.
